The common concept linking together the two inventions of the present 
application is 

a land grid array (LGA) socket contact comprising a base plate 
part, in which anchoring projection are formed on the side 
walls, an elastic contact part which has a contact part on its 
tip end for contacting a contact pad of an integrated circuit 
(IC) package with a curved surface, said socket contact further 
comprising a board connecting part which extends from a lower 
end of the base plate part, and which is connect able by 
soldering to a circuit board. 
This common concept is not novel because it is disclosed in document Dl 
cited in the Search Report (see, for example, fig. 6). 

There is furthermore no technical relationship among the inventions of 
the present application involving one or more corresponding special 
technical features, according to Rule 30 EPC.
